20.— The United 
States, as the outstanding move in 
its plan to avert a eollapse in the 
old world is about to im iie the Eur­ 
opean powers to make a final a t ­ 
tempt !o settle the German repara­ 
tions problem, it w a s learned from 
the most authoritative sources here 
today.
